It  is  not  the  teaching  of  wisdom  io  this 
Book  of  Influite  Wisdom  that  children 
shall  be  cruelly  treated,  or  punished  with¬ 
out  judgment,  or  that  moral  suasion,  r* 
proof,  forbearance  and  love  should  not  be 
exhausted  in  the  discipline  of  tbe  young. 
But  God  does  say,  “  He  that  sp-rctli  the 
rod  hateth  his  son,  but  he  that  lovetb  him 
chasteneth  him  betimes."  And  there  is 
not  e  clearer  prinoiple  1ft  the  whole  current 
ot  Scripture  than  that  punishment  for 
wrong  doing  ia  the  flmit  of  the  tenderest 
love,  and  to  let  tha  erll-doee  go  uawhipt 
of  justice  is  tn«  highest  cruelty.

Take  away  penalty,  and  luw  is  useless. 
We  are  not  now  and  here  arguing  for  the 
rod,  but  for  the  wisdom  of  the  wisest  of 
met  and  the  best  ot  teachers.  And  the 
feet  that  twelve  hundred  teachers  of  tbe 
public  schools  in  our  city  have  put  their 
names  to  a  paper  saying  that,  in  their  judg¬ 
ment  they  should  be  allowed  to  enforce 
order  by  thp  use  of  the  rod  when  necessary,
